HE GREATEST SERVICE that any reasonably well educated, practical, 
T patriotic American could do his country would be to sit down and 
write a primer of political economy, for general circulation, carefully con- 
fining himself to the enunciation of such simple principles as could be 
confirmed by reference to any *‘ Higher Arithmetic,” to any good dictionary, 
to any manual of book-keeping, to Euclid, and to the tables of weights and 
measures. This may seem to propose only a modest attempt; but there 
are no principles of political economy that do not square with these familiar 
works; and few that are not to be deduced from them. 

* 


* * 

This task would not call for the knowledge and experience of a scholar 
or a statesman. Any unbiased, fair-minded, well balanced business man 
can figure out the fundamental principles of political economy for himself, 
if he will only take the trouble. It may astonish him to contemplate the 
result of his labors: he may feel himself obliged to abandon many of his 
ideas of practical politics; but he can not but be the wiser man for figuring 
out for himself the few immutable laws that lie at the bottom of all prac- 
tical and permanent systems of government. And if he succeeds in pro- 
ducing a simple treatise that will serve his fellow-citizens for a text-book 
summarizing a science which they all profess, more or less, and which few 
have studied, he will do a valuable work, and his name will be blessed for 


generations. 
* 
* * 


He need not enter into subtleties or speculations. He has only to 
formulate a few undeniable and unquestioned truths. It seems to us that 
his most important chapter — so far as the education of this generation of 
Americans is concerned — would be his chapter on ‘Value and Price.” 
These are two words whose meaning is confounded in most people’s minds. 
The phrases ‘artificial value,” ‘‘factitious value,” ‘fictitious value” are 
generally used. As an ellipsis —as a short way of saying something that 
can be stated accurately only at length — they are permissible. But they 
should not be taken literally, any more than such phrases as ‘‘to talk of a 
man behind his back,” ‘‘to beat around the bush,” ‘¢as black as my hat.” 
In literal truth, there is no such thing as an artificial, a factitious or a 
fictitious value. The value of a thing is specific. The price it brings may 
be anything you please; but that does not affect its value. And when we 
talk of an artificial or factitious or fictitious value, we mean, as a rule, that 
something is capable of fetching a price beyond its value. 

* = * 

In the history of the world, only two ways have ever been found to 
enhance the value of a commodity. The one is to make it more scarce; 
the other is to make it more useful. If the world’s wheat crop fails, wheat 
is scarce, and therefore more valuable. If we find that nickel, in combina- 
tion with other metals, makes the best armor-plating; or if we find that 
aluminium can be used for many purposes hitherto unthought of, the value 
of nickel and aluminium is at once increased. The price of these metals 
may go up or down. But it can only indicate the balance between pro- 
duction and consumption: between supply and demand — that is, the price 
naturally indicates the value of the commodity. 

* 


* * 

Suppose we lived under an oriental despotism. The despot who ruled 
over us might decree that every man, woman and child should wear a 
breast-plate of aluminium. That would put up the price of aluminium. 
It would not increase its value. As soon as we crossed the borders of our 
despotic state, we should come into lands where aluminium had only its 
natural commercial value, and our breast-plates would be worth no more 
than they would fetch in open market. Or, to take a more homely illustra- 
tion, let us suppose that a man has bought a whole city-block, all except one 
lot, intending to build a great hotel. The owner of the one remaining lot 
may force him to pay ten times the market price for that lot. But is the 
price he pays the va/ue of the lot — its earning capacity? Not at all. If he 
gives up his project, and sells the lots, he will get no more for that lot than 
for the next one. The added price that he has paid is nothing more than 
aclear gain to the seller, and a dead loss to the buyer; and, however he 
shifts or distributes it, it is always a ‘balance carried forward”; to be 
carried forward indefinitely, or to be set down as a loss when the books 
are closed. 


It is strange that this lesson has not been learned by a people who 
have had to pay two dollars and a half for a gold dollar. But they are 
still willing to discuss the same old question —can a man lift himself up 
by his boot-straps? Of all peoples in the world, we ought best to know 
that gold is the standard of money values, and must be, until something is 
discovered to take its place. We have paid enough, in the past, to learn 
that old and well-established truth. Gold holds its place as the monetary 
standard of the world not because it has any traditional or imaginary 
superiority to other metals; but because it meets the practical necessities 
of commerce and finance —it is the one metal suitable for manufacture 
into currency of which we may predicate for a certainty that the demand 
will more than meet the supply, and of which the supply will measurably 
meet the demand. This is, and has been, the experience of the civilized 
world as far as history can carry us back. 

* 


There is no superstition about the matter. The world does not love 
gold just because it is gold. The world holds gold valuable only because 
it is always salable, without regard to accidental conditions. A great 
‘¢ find” of diamonds may lower the price of those gems. The discovery 
of a dozen Californias would not make gold cheaper. It would only in- 
crease its possible application to mechanical, chemical and artistic uses. 
What is true of gold, however, is not true of any other metal. As a matter 
of convenience, the world has agreed to accept, in place of a gold coin, an 
amount of silver of an equal value— just as it has agreed to accept so 
much copper and nickel, and might have agreed to accept so much tin, or 
so much lead, or so much wood. The nations that deal in currency have, 
indeed, gone so far as to establish an arbitrary proportion of value between 
silver and gold. That is, they have put a price on silver. But they have 
not succeeded in changing the value of silver. Price is one thing: value 
is another. See the Primer of Political Economy, yet to be written. 

* 


Silver enjoys no such exceptional position as ‘that which is held by 
gold. It is a commodity like a thousand others. Gold is capable of almost 
all the uses of silver, but it can not be used once where silver is used a 
thousand times, on account of its rarity. If, then, the value of gold is 
greater than that of silver, and the value of silver —like the value of any 
other article — can only be enhanced by its scarcity or by its application 
to new uses, what is the Congress of the United States doing when it tries 
to raise the value of silver by raising its price — that is, by enabling a pro- 
ducer of silver to sell his produce to the United States Treasury at a price 
which he could not command in open market? The transaction will bene- 
fit the silver man, no doubt. But is it in any way different from the trans- 
actions that we have described a few paragraphs back? There must be a 
loss involved, and that loss must be the Government’s loss. We may carry 
it forward on the books year after year; but if ever war and financial strin- 
gency overtake us, and the settlement must be made, the Government and 
the people who support the Government and who rely upon it for protec- 
tion, will be out of pocket just as much as the producers of silver are “in.” 
It is well for our national credit, and for our American pride, that the other 
producers of this country do not seek a Government market. National 
bankruptcy is a nasty business that comes home to every citizen.
